Some regulation of labor can be ap- 


plied flatly clear across the Amer- 
ican 
continent—such as a 
six-day 


week, limitation of working hours 
for women, and so forth—but any at- 
tempt to blaiiKct the nation with a 
single wage & hour 
code simply 


brings you up against the question 
whether industry and agriculture are 
alike, or whether they are dissimilar. 


The present federal wage & hour 


bill touches the industries of the na- 
tion, because most manufactured pro- 
ducts enter inlo interstate commerce. 
But the lav/ has loft virtually un- 
touched local business in the several 
states, 
since 
retail trade gets its 


money from customers in its own city, 
county or immediate trade territory. 


But if the federal law is re-enacted 


as a stale measure it will fix upon 
local retail business an expense that 
must be met either by fewer employes 
and reduced service, or by higher 
prices—and, since the great majority 
of Hope's trade is a farm trade, high- 
er prices charged to farmers. 


If I said the farm vote would bo 


outraged by such a law 1 would be 
pulling it mildly. 


The only permanent help for labor in 


nn agricultural state is cither new in- 
dustry to 
the character of the 


business by which the people now 
earn their living or else to improve 
the earnings of the agriculture we al- 
ready have. "•'

If someone could devise a means of 


improving the cash income of agri- 
culture, then a wage & hour bill 
would be fair enough—and we should 
all be happier. For there is no future 
in low wages and long hours. 


But 
the history of recent social 


legislation in America has been, that 
the great industrial centers got all 
the benefits and the agricultural areas 
got all the rubs. 


Agriculture is growling loudly today 


because its markets have not been 
sustained by government lo anything 
like the extent that government has 
preferred benefits upon tlie manufac- 
turing centers. 


I have no enthusiasm for this dis- 


cussion. 


I merely state the obvious fact that 


whatever helps agriculture helps Hope 
and most of the other cities of Ark- 
ansas, and whatever hurts agricul- 
ture hurts these cities—and nothing 
else can help, while we remain the 
overwhelmingly agricultural state that

LITTLE ROCK -(/P)— Gov. Adkins 


sent couriers into every county of the 
state Wednesday 
bearing 
petitions 


which would refer directly to a vote 
of the people his 137-million-dollar 
highway bond refunding act. 


Adkins announced if the petitions 


were signed by the required 12,123 
voters he would order the refunding 
act dubmitlcd at the same Fcb 15lh 
clcclion already called lo determine 
whether the state refunding board 
should proceed with the huge financ- 
ial operation at this time. 


The election, arranged for late on 


Tuesday, was simply on the question 
whether refunding bonds should be 
issued, 


The supplemental issue proposed in 


the petitions circulated Wednesday 
would place lhe Adkins refunding bill 
before the people for ratification or 
rejection. 


Offset Legal Attack 


Informed sources said the sudden 


decision lo refer the refunding act

Adkins advisors Tuesday night, was 
intended to overcome any possible at- 
tack on the legality of the legislature 
referring the question of the proce- 
dure to the people. 


Under the new plan the Fcb. 15th 


ballot would present two proposals, as 
follows: 


1. Shall the refunding board pro- 


ceed to refund the stale's bonds un- 
der terms-of the Adkins act? 


2. Shall the act itself be approved?

< On tile question of whether it is 
' physically passible or feasible to at- 
tack the United States by air, Lind- 
bergh's views are 
worth 
hearing, 


.though by no means conclusive. He 
thinks scattered bombing of U. S. 
cities from Europe is already possible, 
bat not very effective, while the 
i landing of an actual invading force 
•by air is impossible; that aviation 


•. ,rnakes the 'United States safer from 


invasion than it was before the air- 
•plane. 


This testimony is competent, but 


net sensational. Few have maintain- 
ed that the United States is in dan- 
ger of immediate physical military in- 


vasion, no matter what happens in 
Europe. Those who are deeply con- 
cerned by developments look farther 
ahead. 


Now we come to the other Lind- 


bergh, the one who has manifested 
so sudden an interest in foreign po- 
licy and political philosophy. And 
here one wonders whether Lindbergh, 
who'feels able to defy direct military 
invasion, has not already surrendered 
within himself to = much more sub- 
tle attack. 


What need for the Nazis to send 


ships and planes to the Americas if 
they can without sending them see 
American minds come to a state 
which sees no difference to the Unit- 
ed-States if it should become a mere 
island of liberty surrounded by world- 
wide seas of tyranny? If they can 
see American minds becoming con- 
vinced that the Nazis ride some'mys- 
tic but irresistible wave of the fu- 
ture against which it is futile to swim? 


What Colonel Lindbergh says is in- 


teresting. What he omits is even 
more so. If he has ever had a good 
word for the common man, ever made 
a gesture of sympathy for plain peo- 
ple less fortunate (yes, even less able) 
than himself, ever made a sign that 
liberty may be more precious than 
efficiency—we have not seen it. 


Despite reams :of writing and specu- 


lating, about him, this strange, cold 
man remains a mystery, inscrutable, 
hard, and ' somehow aloof from the 
people.

Violation of 
Neutrality 


Fascists Say U. S. 
Aid to British 
Is Not Neutral 


ROME — W)— Virginia Gayda, fore- 


most editorial spokesman for Fascist 
•Italy, declared Wednesday that the 
U. S. policy of aiding Britain is a 
violation of neutrality likely to in- 
volve the U. S. in war "through legiti- 
mate reaction of the Axis powers." 


"The increase of American aid to 


England, far from not drawing the 
U. S. into war, brings her nearer to 
the conflict by deliberate plan," Gayda 
wrote. 


The U. S., ho declared, should not 


continue this policy "without find- 
ing some unforeseen an,d quite un- 
pleusant reaction at the end of the 
path". 


Gayda said Cordell Hull must have 


known that the policy of the North 
American government long has been 
violating the elementary principles of 
neutrality. 


"Violation of neutrality without pro- 


vocation becomes aggressive. As such 
it exposes one to the legitimate dan- 
ger—we say legitimate—of 
reaction 


from the offended powers." 


Gayda asserted that transfer of U. 


S. destroyers to Britain was an ex- 
ample of "open violation of intcrnn- 
tional law."

German 
mechanized forces were estimated at 
11,000 men and infantry at, 15,000.
